reminded new students that 
they must “make the 
difference” as they begin their 
College careers. 

President Hogan's address 
“The Mission and Future of

excellent reputation in the 
professional fields.

students track weather

The University of Lowell 
meteorology students have 
been keeping a close eye on 
the tropics lately. Two major 
storm systems. Hurricane 
Hugo and Tropical Storm Iris, 
have been causing a great 
deal of damage to the 
Caribbean Islands. 

The meteorology lab in the 


Olney Science building has 

been full of activity. With the 
use of computer printouts, 
satellite picture and global 
maps, students have been 
tracing the two storms and 
predicting their affects on the 
eastern United States coast. 
Last week, Hugo had reached 
a category four status with its 
140 mph winds. It had 


weakened slightly after 

hitting Puerto Rico and the 
US Virgin Islands but as of 
Tuesday at 12:30 pm, the 
storm had started regaining 
strength with winds of 115 
mph and growing. Hugo is 
expected to reach the US 
sometime this weekend. The 
ULowell weather service 
predicts it will most likely hit 


land between Savannah, 
Georgia and Cape Hatteras, 
North Carolina. 

The second system. Tropical 
Storm Iris, is packing winds 
of about 70 mph and is 
increasing. It is expected to 
reach hurricane status (winds 
up to 75 mph) sometime 
Tuesday night. Iris seems to 
be going on a slightly more 
northward track than Hugo 
but it still may be a major 
factor in determining the New 
England area’s weather early 
next week. 

The director of the ULowell 
Weather Center, Brian 
Treanor, explained that it is 
unusual for two major 
systems to develop in such a 
close proximity. In most 
cases the two storms will 
destroy each other but this 
time Iris was just far enough 
away from Hugo that it 
helped Iris form a little more 
quickly. 

Predicting hurricanes is a 
very inexact science. Their 
course that can change very 
quickly. High and low 
pressure systems, which give 
us rain or sun, determine the 


direction a storm will take. 
Hurricanes also tend to stay 
over warm water. They can 
not feed off the cold ocean 
and will eventually self- 
destruct. 

Even when there isn’t a story 
as big as Hugo or Iris, the 
Weather lab is very busy. It is 
staffed by volunteers looking 
for experience in the very 
competitive field of 
Meteorology. Their job is to 
predict as accurate as 
possible. To the meteorology 
students, forecasting the 
weather is a very serious 
business. They advise the 
University and Dean King, 
who has the power to cancel 
classes, on major storms 
which may affect the Lowell 
area. There is a weather 
hotline phone number 
available to the public and it 
is updated three to four times 
daily. The number to receive 
the forecast is 453-3199. On 
a normal day they receive 
approximately 30-40 calls, by

Second Chance 
Program Needs 
a New Name!

Have you noticed that 
not all the students here are 
young and straight out of 
high school.? There are other 
students on campus as well. 
Some people return to school 
once their children have 
grown. Others return to 
school following retirement 
and some are in the process 
of career changes. The 
reasons are as diverse and 
unique as the students. 

It is sometimes easier for 
an older person who is taking 
on the role of student to come 
back on a part-time basis. 
The University of Lowell has 
recognized this and has a 
program called the Second 
Chance Program. A student 
who enters this program 
completes a provisional 
period of study and the 
length of this period depends 
on how long the student has 
been out of school. After 
finishing the provisional 
period of study, with 
satisfactory grades, the 
student must decide whether 
to continue on part-time or to 
attend full-time. Once the 
student is full-time he/she 
must continue full-time 

The program provides an 
educational option for older 
returning students that is 
great. I returned to college 
through this program and am 
happy with my experience. 
Joyce Denning, the head of 
the program, has always been 
helpful and 1 have no 
complaints with the program 
itself. But let’s face it, the 
name has got to go! It is 
embarrassing. I have had 
more than one experience 
when I have told someone 
that I was in the Second 
Chance Program and they 
have asked if I flunked out 
the first time. No, I did not. 
My life took me in a different 
direction than school. I 
wonder how many other 
older students encounter this 
response? The name. Second 
Chance, does indeed give the 
impression that the person 
involved did poorly the first 
time around. I feel this is 
unfair and propose the name 
be changed. 

There is an Adult Learner’s 
Center program and a 
newspaper put out for adult 
learners that is called Encore. 
Either name would be an 
improvement over Second 
Chance. I would be 
interested to hear what other 
people feel about this. Are 
there other adult learners who 
feel this way? I would 
welcome comments from 
teachers, adult learners and 
other students. Comments 
should be sent to box #6033. 
Any suggestions for new 
names for the adult learners 
would be welcomed. If I get 
enough responses perhaps 
something can be done. The 
University of Lowell saw a 
need for a program for older 
returning students and I 
applaud the program. It is 
now time, however, to give 
the program a new name.

the days prior to a large storm, 
the number of calls can grow 
to about 300-400. The 
students also are working on a 
project with the Billerica 
Cable Access Channel to 
forecast on television. This is 
scheduled to begin sometime 
in November. 

The ULowell Weather Center 
is independent from Boston 
and is possibly, better 
informed. Between the 
twenty miles from Boston to 
Lowell, a great variation of 
weather can be seen. Factors 
such as the ocean, land 
elevation and the Merrimack 
River create differences which 
may be felt in one area as 
opposed to another. The 
center will be celebrating its 
fifth anniversary in October. 
It is constantly growing and 
changing. According to Brian 
Treanor, the staff is very 
dedicated to w hat they do and 
are committed to offering the 
most accurate prediction for 
the Lowell area that is 
possible. The students love 
what they do and it offers 
them something more than 
text books and homework. 



Twenty nine high school 
teachers from throughout the 
United States gathered at the 
Mogan Cultural Center in 
Lowell on July 5, 1989 for a 
three week summer institute. 
Sponsored by ULowell’s 
Tsongas Industrial History 
Center under a $323,000 grant 
from the National Science 
Foundation, the subject of the 
Institute was “New 
Perspectives for Teaching the 
History of Science, 
Technology, and Industry in 
American Society.” This 
year’s institute focused on 
Energy and Power in 
American Society. A second 
institute, focusing on 
Transportation in American 
Society will be held during 
the summer of 1990. 

Ten teachers from Lowell, 
Methuen, and Burlington 
High Schools have, with the 
support of their school 
administrations, worked with 
the Tsongas Center staff under 
its director Dr. Edward 
Pershey to plan the Institute. 
Teachers of science, 
mathematics, social studies, 
and industrial technology, 
along with faculty from 
ULowell, Lehigh University, 
UMass Boston and Harvard 
University, came together to 
study power and energy in 
American society. The 
primary goal of the Institute 
was to find ways to interest 
students in science and 
technology by enhancing the

teachers’ own knowledge of 
the subjects. 

Institute participants had 
opportunities to work with 
teachers of their own academic 
discipline as well as in cross 
disciplinary teams.

In 
addition, the Institute 
sponsored a one day 
symposium on Current Issues 
in Energy at ULowell College 
of Education on July 21, 1989.

What do they do?

There is a new group on campus, you may have 
seen or heard of them, they asked for $4 from you on 
your semester bill. 

This group is SSAM the State Student Association 
of Massachusetts. This group is supposed to be an 
organized effort on the part of studetn across the state 
to lobby in favor of public higher education. 

SSAM worked very hard last semester to get 
recognized and funded here at ULowell. They told 
students here many things about how they would 
help this school and what SSAM could do for 
Lowell. They sold us a bill of goods that not only 
was inaccurate, it was an outright lie. 

Less than a week after they were accepted on the 
tuition bill for funding they publicly denounced the 
student effort here at ULowell to protect the quality 
of education by raising our tuition and fees. They 
since have apologized, but the damage was done. 

Just this past week SSAM took another cheap shot 
at ULowell. The Boston Herald ran an article 
criticizing ULowell for sending several faculty and 
administrators to a specialized conference. The 
report incorrectly said that the university spent 
$10,000 of state money to do this. Wrong! Not a 
penny of state funds was spent on this conference. 
But just the same, Joe Langis, executive director of 
SSAM, was quoted in the article as saying, 'an 
expendature of this sort in these troubled tomes must 
be questioned.' 

Get off your high horse Joe and wake up. Stop 
talking about things you know absolutely nothing 
about. SSAM has repeatedly opposed ULowell and 
the students interests here at ULowell. I have tried to 
work with this group and help relieve tensions and 
see eye to eye.

"anyone can go to school." They sacrifice the quality 
of education by doing this and that is OK to them.

charge that officials in 
H.U.D. were giving our 
contracts as personal favors 
to friends when he himself 
did the same by writing to 
probation officers on official 
congressional stationary on 
behalf of Gobie, a convicted 
felon? Or, how about the 
damaging effect this has on 
the gay community? This is 
certainly not the image hay 
leaders want to portray, of 
male prostitutes and 
prostitution rings. In this 
time of AIDS this dows not 
help erase the stigma in what 
is already a homo-phobic 
society.

reasonable people may 
disagree as to whether 
some of what comes out of 
the station is in fact music. 
Why is it, whatever it is, so 
bad at JUL? I have been 
informed that there is a 
policy at the station that no 
DJ on the air may play 
music that is considered 
"commercial”; that is, if 
there is a band or a song 
that you hear on 
commercial radio, you 
cannot hear same on 
WJUL. 

It's defenders will say that 
that is the nature of the 
college radio station, to 
provide an alternative. You 
wouldn't want to turn on 
your school's station, which 
you subsidize with your 
tuition money, and hear 
Madonna would you? I 
find that as horrifying as 
the next person, but when I 
turn the station on I must 
admit that I wonder which 
evil is the lesser of the two. 
The problem is that rather 
than give the students who 
work at the station the 
freedom to produce their 
shows as they please, the 
powers that be have 
decided to regiment the 
station in order to ensure 
that only a certain kind of 
music gets played. One 
member of the station that I 
know was prevented from 
doing a program in which 
he would play obscure 
early music from bands of 
the sixties who later 
became successful. That 
sounded interesting to me. 

I hardly think that can be 
compared to playing Top 
40 music, and I certainly 
hope that I haven't gotten 
that person in trouble for 
bringing up the su bject. 

The really unfortunate part 
of this story is that if one 
wants to talk about 
alternatives to commercial 
music we are left with the 
ability to choose from 


absolutely everything else 
imaginable. There are so 
many types of music to 
choose from. Why is it that 
in today’s connotation, the 
term "alternative music" has a 
very specific meaning? You 
know exactly what kind of 
music is being talked about 
when someone mentions 
"alternative” music. Of 
course, those who use the 
term forget that everything is 
an alternative to something 
else. I think it is about time 
that we had an alternative to 
the alternative. 

Part of the problem is the 
attitude of the leadership of 
the station. I actually heard 
one well-entrenched member 
of the station say last year 
that WJUL had a 
"responsibility” to new bands 
that were struggling to make 
it.

a member of WJUL, one must 
go through a long training 
(reading: indoctrination) 
process before one is allowed 
to apply for an FCC license. 
For those of you who do not 
know, you can get an FCC 
license, and all you need is a 
25 cent stamp. You don’t 
have to go through the hassle 
of training at JUL. 

A certain amount of training 
is necessary I am sure. One 
must learn to use the 
equipment properly and must 
know the no-nos that the 
wonderful people at the FCC 
have imposed on users of the 
airwaves. But the amount of 
time required at the station is 
so prohibitive that I would not 
be willing to give up that 
much of my time only to be 
told later what I could and 
could not do on the air. 

Considering I) that most 
people know intuitively what 
can and cannot be said on the 
radio merely from listening to 
it, 2) and that I would think 
that a good college station 


with any testicular fortitude at 
all would want to test those 
limits anyway, and 3) that a 
radio board is not that 
difficult to learn to work, why 
is such a big time investment 
necessary?

But the way 
WJUL is run now, the FCC 
has no competition when it 
come to abridgment of 
freedom. Come on WJUL, 
loosen up! Maybe then we 
will start listening.
